.The Winning Side. 


At no time trine* the opening of th* 


present political campaign have the 
prospects of the Republican Party been 
aa good for succeaw ac now. Next week 
there will be a report from Maine even 
more stimulating than the one from 
Vermont. The great work' of the cam- 
paign la to be accomplished in the next 
eight weeks. The heat of the summer 
la over and the canvassers are settling 
down to their work. The second softer 
thought Is beginning to show good re- 
sults. 


The six New England States will sup- 


port the Republican ticket by largely 
increased majorities. New Tork is esti- 
mated by competent judges as sure to 
roll up -a. majority for McKinley of a 
hundred thousand. It may be much 
more. But even half that number will 
satisfy those who are les sanguine. In 
former years the Republfcans always 
counted on overcoming the heavy Dem- 
ocratic majority of the City of New 
York by the still greater 
majority 


which they could secure in the country. 
But this year there Is every prospect 
that the city will g*ve a Republican 
majority. Bryan has been growing 
weaker in that State from the day 
when he made his campaign speech in 
that city. There will be a large vote 
cast there for the Indiana-poHs ticket. 
This will count incidentally for McKin- 
l<?y. 
Many sound money Democrats 


will vote the straight Republican tick- 
et -this year, as the surest method of 
defeating the fusion nomdneea. 


Pennsylvania Is counted for McKin- 


ley by a majority ranging anywhere 
from fifty to a hundred thousand. That 
groat hive of productive industry Is 
aiive to the situation. It abides In the 
faith of the apostles of protection. There 
is no show for Bryan in that great 
State. Philadelphia will In all proba- 
bility cast sn immense majority for 
McKinley. The merchants and produc- 
ers of that State are nearly all commit- 
ted to ths cause of sound money. New 
Jersey will make a Republican record 
— wdth a strong probability that Del- 
aware will fall Into line. 


As for Ohio, It is only a question of 


how large the Republican majority will 
be this year. That State- -will deal 'gen- 
erously by Its candidate. McKinley 
ought to sweep Ohio by a hundred 
thousand majority.

Daniel Webster 011 Sound Mono;. 


Half a century ago or more Daniel 


Webster delivered a speech in the Fed- 
eral Senate which reads as If it had 
t>een made to meet t'he questions of 
the present day. Indeed the questions 
of that time (1832) were many of them 
similar to the questions that are now 
raised. Here is one paragraph which 
precisely fits the present situation: 


"Sir,1 the very man, of all others, who 


has.the deepest interest In a sound cur- 
rency, and who suffers rocst by mis- 
chievous legislation in money matters 
is the man who earns his daily bread 
by Ms daily toil. A depreciated cur- 
rency, sudden changes of prices, paper 
money, falling' between mornJngr and 
noon, and falling still lower between 
noon and night—these things consti- 
tute ithe very harvest itime of specu- 
lators—and; the whole race of those 
who are -at once idle and crafty; and of 
that other race, it-oo, the Catlllnes of 
all times, marked, so as to be known 
forever toy one stroke of the histor- 
ian's pen, those greedy of-other men's 
property and prodJg-al of their own. 
Capitalists, too, may outlive such times. 
They may either prey on the earnings 
of labor, 'by their cent, per cent., or 
they 
may hoard. But the laboring

IJOTO of Flowers Has AI ways Occu- 


pied a Placo In the Hearts of Men. 


This story is an old one. Bacon re- 


minds us that "God Almighty first 
planted a earden"; and if It was the 
duty of our first parents "to dress that 
garden a,nd to keep it," so, assuredly: 
has the . love of gardening, of flowers 
and of herb occupied a. place In the 
hearts of men, as In their minds, from 
the beginning of the world, says 
writer In the Quarterly Review. 
No 


class has esca/ped, and the spell has 
fallen, at one time and another upon 
kings and prophets, philosophers and 
poets, upon men of every calling, oreed, 
and occupation, while the sympathies 
of men of science and learning have 
been frequently enlisted side by side 
with those of laborers and artisans. 
To go "back to the bible story is to find 
this love of the garden in Deuteronomy 
as In Genesds, in the writings of Solo- 
imon as In the words of Isaiah; it makes 
Itself evident In the works of Euripides, 
of Aristotle, of Theophrastus, of CJuin- 
tlllan, and it comes out aigato and again 
In the verse of Virgil and in many a 
glowdng. passage of PMny. 


In the best days of the Roman Em- 


pire—and the garden of the Roman 
villa must have possessed many pecu- 
liar charms long before gardening was 
thought of in these Islands—the science 
of 
horticulture was, already widely 


.practiced j the love of flowers was com- 
mon to men; and, were w.e aible now to 
look into the gardens of the villas of 
those days, we should see terraces and 
statues and glistening marble fount- 
ains, gorgeous yet 
familiar flowers, 


and tangled masses of creepers and 
ibeautilfully kept paths leading out of 
the bright sun, where .lilies grew tall 
and the palms waved. Into the deep 
shade of the dies, the laurel and the 
olive. Pliny's garden may have been 
of this character; and also Virgil's at 
Naples, or at his country house at Nola, 
for he loved to bave flowers about hint). 
Horace was a townsman first, tout he 
too, delighted in his retreats In the 
Valley of Ustica and at Ttbur, and Ovid 
carried the love of the beautiful With 
him Into his exile. 
\ 


It is the same all through; and. 


whether we read of the jgardena of Al- 
cinous or of the Hesperides, of those of 
Maecenas or of the rose gardens of 
Midas, (we hear always of their chamns 
and their fascinations; while, if we re- 
quire an Instance of the spell which the 
practice of the art of gardening has 
ever exercised, we shall find one In 
that familiar ntory of the mnfle of pity 
on the countenance of Diocletian, when 
he looked up from the ca'bbages tie had 
(planted with his own hand, and re- 
marked that he was no longer tp be 
tempted to resume the purple, now that 
he had once tasted real happiness.

Danlel Webster on Bound Money. 


Half a century ago or more Daniel 


Webster delivered a speech in the Fed- 
eral Senate which reads as if it had 
•been made to meet '.'he questions of 
the present day. Indeed ihe que<UhHis 
of that time (1832) were many of them 
similar to the questions that are now 
raised. Here is one paragraph which 
precisely fits the present situation: 


"Sir. the very man. o£ all othori, who 


has the deepest interest in a sound cur- 
rency, and who suffers mc-st by mis- 
chievous legislation In money matters. 
Is the man who earns his daily bread 
by his dally toll. A depreciated cur- 
rency, sudden changes of prices, paper 
money, falling' between morning and 
noon, and falling still lower between 
noon and night—these things consti- 
tute the very harvest ttime of specu- 
lators—and the whole race of those 
who are at once idle and craCty; and of 
that other .race, too, the Catillnes of 
all times, marked, so as to be known 
forever by one stroke of the histor- 
ian's pen, those greedy of other men's 
property and prodigal of their own. 
Capitalists, too. may outlive such times. 
They may either prey on the earnings 
of labor, by their cent, per cent., or 
they 
may hoard. But the laboring 


man what can he hoard? PreVing on 
nobody, he becomes the prey of all. 
His property is in his hands. His re- 
liance, ills fund, -his productive free- 
hold, his all, is his la.bor. "Whetho- he 
•work 
on his own small capital, or 


another's, his living is still earned by 
his Industry; and when the money of 
•the country becomes depreciated and 
debased, 
whether it be adulterated 


coin or paper without credit, that In- 
dustry is robbed of Its reward- He 
then labors i'or a country whose laws 
cheat him out of his bread."

Times-Herald, half a million dollars a 
year are stolen by the common thieves 
of

$300.000 is lifted 


from the pockets, stolen from the fiats 
and sneaked from the stores o£ Chicago 
by the peopKs "who, when, caught, go 
cheerfully to the bridewell and occa- 
sionally to the penitentiary. From. Jan- 
uary, 1893, to December, 1S93, these peo- 
ple robbed Chlcagoans of miscellaneous 
property [worth U, 703,563, und It cost 
$10,000,000 'to prevent them from taking 
more.

of Chicago become intensely 


moral, the profits of Messrs- Burglar, 
Robber & Company will be a-boat J600,- 
000. 
The firm is now making- money at 


the rate of $30,000 a month- K is true 
that theso profits are belnu1 consider- 
ably curtailed "by the action of the po- 
lice, who discourage the enterprise of 
the firm by recovering a iwihole lot of 
stolen property every month, butt, In 
spite 
of iburglar alarms and private 


watchmen. It -will surely be found that 
at the end of the year the thugs of 
Chicago have done n profitable busi- 
ness. It Is only when things are gath- 
ered into the concrete that any one la 
astonished at the magnitude of Chi- 
cago's 
criminal population, for, al- 


though, itihere are no actual statistlca on 
the subject, It can be- accepted as a 
fact that it takes a good many thieves 
to steal $CO,000 a month In these times. 
For the three crimes of burglary, rob- 
bery iind larceny an' average of 10,000 
persons are arrested every year. Side by 
side with .tha.t statement can be placed 
the significant fact that less than, forty 
persons a year are punished for receiv- 
ing stolen property."

kings and prophets, philosophers and 
poets, upon men of every calling, creed, 
and occupation, while the. sympathies 
of men of science and learning have 
been frequently enlisted side by side 
with thos-e of la-borers and artisans. 
To go 'back to ithe bible story is to find 
this love of the garden in Deuteronomy 
as in Genesis, in the writings of Solo- 
mon as In the words of Isaiah; It makes 
itself evident in the works of Eurlpldoa, 
of Aristotle, of Theophrnstui). of Quln- 
tilian. and It comes nut ai:;a.ln and again 
In the verse of VJrgil anil in many a 
glowing passage of Pliny. 


In the best days of the Koman Em- 


pire—and the garden of the lioman 
villa must have possessed many pecu- 
liar charms long before gardening was 
thought of In these Islands—the bclonce 
of 
horticulture was, alieady widely 


•practiced; the love of flowers was com- 
jnon to men; 
and, were w.e able now to 


look Into the gardens of the vJl'as of 
those duys, we should see terrace1! and 
statues and glistening marble fount- 
ains, prorgeous yet 
fajnlllar flowers, 


and tangled masses of creepera and 
beautifully kept paths leading out of 
the bright sun. where lilies grew tall 
and the palms wa-vcd, Into the, deep 
shade of the ilex, the laurel and the 
olive. Pliny's garden may have been 
of this character; and also Virgil's at 
Naples, or at his country house at Xola. 
for he loved to have flowers about him. 
Horace was a townsman firbt. but he 
too, 
delighted in his retreats In the 


valley of Ustlca and at Tlbur, and Ovid 
carried the love of the beautiful with 
him into his exile.

It is the same all 
through; ana, 


whether we read of the gardens of Al- 
clnous or o£ the H-esperldes, of those of 
Maecenas or of the rose irarder\s of 
Jlidas. twe hear always of their charms 
and their fascinations; while. If we re- 
quire an instance of the spell which the 
practice of the art of gardening has 
ever exorcised, we shall find one In 
that familiar story of the smile of pity 
on the countenance of Diocletian, when 
he looked up from the cabbages he had 
ipian-ted with his own hand, and re- 
marked that he was no longer tp be 
tempted to resume the purple, now that 
he had once tasted real haipplness.

Minister 
of 


Finance. 


Every Ounce of Gold Leaves the 


Country Befora It Can 


Be Coined. 


St Louis, August ZS—Scnor Jose Ives 


Limantour, tha Mexican Minister of 
Finance, la In St. Louis, and In an in- 
teresting- Interview this mornlnff he 
talked freely of existing conditons In 
JJexlco under the silver fctanUard. Ke 
drew comparisons between the labor- 
Ins man o£ the United States and Mex- 
ico, and showed how a. free silver mon- 
etary system -would affect the United 
States. 


"Legally, TV-C have a double standard 


In ilexlco," said Mr. Llmaretour. "but 
practically It Is a silver standard, as 
there la no sold In circulation. Every 
ounco of gold we produce Is immediate- 
ly drawn out of our country by foreign 
nations. We coin pllver at the ratio of 
IGVs to 1. Wo do not coin gold, but as 
quick as It assumes its bullion form It 
leaves Mexico or is locked up in our 
vaults as the property of foreigners. 


"Mexico has had four gold bond is- 


sues sinsc 1S8S, and a number of domes- 
tic silver bond issues. The gold bond 
issues ag-frresate 
about 
?100,000,000 


Most of the bondfc bear 6 per cent Inter- 
est. The interest on the £X>M bonds 
amounts to nibout J6,000,000 In gold an- 
nually, but when 
the • time 
comes 


around to pay the Interest we have to 
jjlvo up $12.000,000 of our money. So TVC 
really pay double interest oh our loan. 
Then, the 
c.ueslion presents 
itself, 


What amount ivill it take to redeem the 
bonds at maturity' It Is a guesj now 
as ito what we ivill owe at the time o£ 
redemption. If silver goei up we will 
owe less; if Jt goes Jown it will take so 
Tniich anore of our money to pay our 
creditors. It's all according to what 
our dollar will bring in the markets o£ 
the world. 


"What Mexico .wants most today is 


a fixed p-nco of silver. What we fear 
most is the continual fluctuations of 
the white metal. With silver up and 
down alternately our merchants cannot 
make calculations for future transac- 
tions. In a commercial sense, we live 
from day to day. 


"The f liver standard in Mexico acts 


the sama as a high protrt-tlve tariff. It 
shuts out foreign competition ami has 
allowed our home industries to grow. 
We have two elementi In Mexico- The 
exporters, who send to the other coun- 
tries great quantities or coffee, toba-xro. 
and fruits want to'see silver ke^t down, 
as they receive gold for thNr expoits, 
and with that gold they can purchas"! 
aibout twice the amount of their sales 
in Mexican money. The consumers 
want to s"e the price of silver rise, for 
then tha silver dollar which they carry 
in their pockets •would be worth more, 
and they would not have to pay so 
much for foreign goods, much of which 
is ahiprped into the country." 


Senor Limantour was asked: "How 


would Mexico be affected 4>y the frea 
coinage of -JJver in the United States?" 


He replied: "Meyico -would at first 


'be Injured on account of the great fluc- 
tuations which would naturally follow 
a declaration of this character, but in 
the lonp run Mexico would be benefited 
by free coinage In this country."—N. Y. 
Tribune.
